Mr. Kearney stated that what he had 


to say would bo submitted in writing 
so thttt there could bo no misunderstand- 
ing as to how the Water company stood. 
He further «aid that'it .TOS the desire of 
Mr. Purdce, one of thc officers of thc 
corporation, to have been present, but 
he was in California, making it impossi- 
ble, and no Mr. Erffmaistcr had come in- 
stead.

sponds as follows: 
Thc company is ready and willing to 


pell and convey its property to the city 
as soon as the city places itself in a po- 
sition to pay the company the value 
thereof. When this condition exists, the 


it.could not buy for need "of money and 
ii request was made that the Water com- , 
pany reduce its contract rates for public f. 
and private water service.' The conces- ' 
Bions were made. It was understood by 
the company ut that time that it would 
suffer no further annoyance until the 
vear 1012, iwhen the twenty-live year 
term of its contract with the city would 
expire. 
. 
As the company views the matter, the 


city of Racine has taken no steps toward 
providing the money needed for the pur- 
pose referred to in this communication. 
Whether it can raise the money needed 
is a serious queslion'and one. upon which 
the company ventures no opinion or sug- 
gestion. 


Having engaged in two conferences 


with the city regarding a purchase and 
in each ease the city having .decided 
that it could not buy on account of not 
having a suflicient margin in its debt- 
incurring power, the company nawi feels 
that it is pursuing a fair business policy 
towards thc 'city when it requests at 
this time that the city determine in. the 
first instance and .in the usual 
way 


whether it can raise -the'money needed 


I to pay for the property it desires to ac- 
quire. When that it done, the company 
promises the city and undertakes 
to 


promptly submit ite views as to the val- 
ue o£ its property and in offer no .ob- 
stacle in the way of1 prompt determina- 
tion of such value in the event that a 
mutual agreement cannot be arrived at.

Mayor Waits to Know. 


"How can the city decide how to raise 


the money until it knows what thc val- 
ue or price is?" asked Mayor Goodland. 
Mr, Kearney replied that as soon as the 
city notified the -company that it could 
hnndle 
the proposition 
the company 


would fix the price. 


There was some argument as t» wheth- 


er the city could obligate itself to the 
amount necessary for the purchase of the 
property. That in. case this could be 
done the city should be notified and it 
would meet the city's' - representatives 
and make as full disclosures as it did be- 
fore and close the deal for the sale. 


Mr. Kearney reviewed the efforts made 


two years ago' to buy the Water com- 
pany and named citizens who had taken 
part in .the matter, b'at that the ci,ty 
could not handle it .then and was in bet- 
ter financial condition then than now. 
He desired to know if the city could raise 
the money, and if not negotiations would 
cease. If it could he ttnd the company 
officials would sit'down with Attorney 
Jones and city officials and figure'it out.

Corporation Receives Harder Blow Than 


Did Standard Oil Company—Supreme 


Court Majority Contends That Rule of 


Reason Should Prevail. 


. .WASHINGTON, D. C., May 30.—The 
government on Monday won a'sweeping 
victory over the so-called "tobaco trust," 
when -the supreme court of the United 
States held the American Tobacco com- 
pany and its allied corporations to .be 
operating in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 


By directing that the combination be 


forbidden the privilege of interstate com- 
merce, or be placed in the haaSJs of a re- 
ceiver unless it disintegrates, in har- 
mony with the law within 'sis, or at the 
most, eight months, the court is regarded 
to have dealt with/ the tobacco corpora- 
tions more drastically than with the 
Standard Oil company of New .jersey, 
whose dissolution was ordered two weeks 
ago.

Both the first and second sections of 


the Sherman anti-trust law have been 
violated by the so-called tobacco trust, 
nccording to the court. Not only has it 
restrained wrongfully• and unlawfully in- 
terstate commerce, in the eyes of the 
court, but it has attempted to monopo- 
lize the tobacco business, to the injury of 
the public and of its competitors. 


' 
A Touch of Leniency. 


While the decree was regarded as un- 


usually severe, at the same time there 
was a" touch of leniency in not making 
the combination an outlaw "now," The 
various'elements of'the combination are 
to be given an opportunity, under the 
supervision 'of the United States circuit 
court for the southern district of New 
York, of recreation so that there may be 
brought about "a new condition which 
shall be honestly in harmony and not re- 
pugnant.to the law."

NEW YORK, May 30.—At a. luncheon 


at thc Metropolitan club here Monday, 
tendered • to the authorized representa- 
tives of all the big steel manufacturing 
concerns of the United States by Judge 
E. H. Gary, chairman of the board of 
directors of thc United States Steel cor- 
poration, the decision was reached it is 
declared to cut prices of the following 
commodities:

of prices, Judge Gary gave out the fol- 
lowing brief statement:

City Attorney Burgess reminded Mr. 


Kearney that'.this was before the com- 
pany took advantage of the utility law. 


Mayor Goodland did not agree with 


thc statement that the financial condi- 
tion of thc city two years ago- was bet- 
ter than the present time, and he pro- 
duced figures to show his statement was 
true. 


This brought .'on a general talk con- 


cerning the bonded indebtedness.of the 
city and also for what amount the Wat- 
er company was bonded and it brought 
out that two years ago the Water com- 
pany asked over a million for the plant 
and" that Mr. Cooley, city expert, ap- 
praised the value at $771,000. 


Mayor Insists on Valuation. 


Once 
more Mr. Kearney wanted 
to 


know if the city could outline a plan of 
financing it, and Mayor Goodland said it 
could not do this until a value wa» fixed. 
It was th'on that Mr. Kearney said if the 
city is ready to take over thc plant that 
the company was ready to talk business 
with them, and Mayor Goodland declarr 
cd that they were, not ready until the 
value of thc plant was fixed; Mr. Kear- 
ney then stated that tho nearest they 
could come to giving a price was that it 
would bo more than asked two years 
ago. 


company will promptly submit its views 
as to trie fair and reasonable value of its 
property, -and if an agreement cannot be 
reached with the city, it will without de- 
lay, ioin in the submission of the matter 
to 'the railroad commission .under the 
provisions of the public utility law. 


In this connection it is. to be observed 


that the city has already made applica- 
tion to the railroad'commission for the 
valuation of the water plant. • Notice 
of this application has been .served on 
the Water, company, and its officers, at" 
the request of the commission, are busi- 
ly engaged in collecting the data which 
the commission asks for in order that it 
may perform its task.

Mayor Goodland told.Mr. Kearney that 


thc only way to do then was.to call in 
the rate commission to fix the value, 
and ho was confident that the city with 
the aid fi.nd advice of the commission, 
could buy the plant; 


There was more or less talk between 


the mayor, Mr. Hoffmeister, Attorney 
Burr Jones, and others, with reference 
to just how the bonded condition of the 
Water company stood at present.. 
• . 


Less than two months ago the Jour- 


nal published a column article from Mad- 
ison, showing exactly how much the 
Water company was bonded for. 


The state rate commission will now 


come in and appraise, the value of the 
plant and until that time there is little 
progress expectcd-^pward purchasing the 
plant. Every cff«^i:wiU-^W made on the 
part of the mayor and city officials to 
hurry up the commission and not permit 
a delay of several years as were the con- 
ditions in the case against the Racine 
Gas Light company. 


That this valuation will be made soon 


is the earnest hope of the majority of 
citizens, who desire to see tho water- 
works owned by the city, if the valua- 
tion/is made '.it a fair figure, and the fi- 
nancing satisfactorily arranged. 


Mayor Goodland is right in his conten- 


tion that the city cannot tell how the 
money is to be raised when tho price of 
thc plant is not. known. Unless the city 
officials know what they are to pay for 
the plant it would hardly be possible to 
raise a sum -for something totally in the 
dark as to amount. The water company 
ought to.be frank and give a price. If 
.it.is satisfactory it wj 11 not be necessary 
to call in the rate commission. 


••7'Thc~enUre"-'c5rirt~Hgreed the tobacco 
combination violated the Sherman anti- 
trust law, but -Associate Justice Harlan 
•dicsented from .the repeated interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman anti-tnu>t law, so 
as to call for, the application of the "rule 
of reason,':indetermining what restraints 
of trade were forbidden by. the act. In 
this respect the division of; the court 
was the same as in the Standard Oil case. 


The court reiterated its determination 


to follow thc "rule of reason" in deter- 
mining what restraints of trade violate 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 


It is regarded as settled that the "rule 


of reason" will prevail in the courts of 
the land in the interpretation of- tho, 
Sherman anti-trust'law until at least 
the personnel of thc supreme court great- 
ly changes or the- Sherman anti-trust law 
is amended. ' • • • • • 


Summing Dp the Case. 


Summing'up the decision of the court 


tho chief justice said "Under the cir- 
cumstances,'taking into mind the com- 
plexity of the situation ,in all of its as- 
pects and giving weight to the many 
sided considerations which must control 
our judgment,' we think so far as the 
permanent..relief to bo awarded is con- 
ccrned,''We should decree ns follows: 


"First, that thc combination in and of 


itself, as well as each and all of the ele- 
ments composing it, whether corporate or 
individual, whether considered collective- 
ly or separately, be decreed to me in re- 
straint of .trade and nn attempt to mo- 
nopolize and a monopolization within the 
first and second sections of thc anti-trust 
act.

Clock 'i nat Keeps Tick.—The Big Bei 


clock is perhaps tho most perfect time 
keeper in the world, declares the Londoi 
News. When it was under constructioi 
rather more tlmu half n. century ago th 
tlien astronomer royal (Sir-George Airy 
who was consulted regarding its 
me 


chanism, declared that it was impossi 
ble to design a clock subject to 
ranges of temperature and other exter 
nal causes of error that would keep tim 
within four or five seconds. The !at 
Lord Grimthorpe (then Mr. E. Beckett- 
Denison), however, who was a fnmous 
horologist; thought otherwise, and he de- 
signed specially for the Westminster 
clock his'gravity escapement, to which 
it owes its marvelous good poinp. -An 
electric signal is automatically sent by 
Big Ben once a day to Greenwich, and- 
with monotonous sameness Sir 
Airy and his successor,-in- their anr 
reports; have placed on record the i 
proachable behavior of the great clock. 
On most days it is almost dead true, and 
on barely half a dozen days in any year 
does 'it vary as much -as three seconds 
from accurate Greenwich 
mean ; time. 


Strictly speaking, Big Ben is the name 
not of the clock but .of the fourteen ton 
hour bell, tho designing and casting of 
which were also superintended by Lord 
Grimthorpc.

year being 1,100 million 
pounds.. By 


1900 the 'total importation had fallen 
to 955 million pounds, by IBOo it had 
further declined to 330 m'illion pounds, 
and in 11)10 was but 117 million. Mean- 
time exports of domestic cement were 
increasing, the total ' having 
advanced 


from 32 million pounds in 1895 to 38 mil- 
lion in 11)00, 390 million in 1003, and 
941'million in 1910.

Civic association is rallying to the sup- 
port of the Burton joint resolution which 
is now before the Senate committee on 
foreign relations. This resolution is de- 
signed to continue in force the provisions 
of the Burton bill, and will do so if pass- 
ed before June 20 of this year, the date 
on which the Burton bill expires. The 
resolution will operate to overcome the 
deficiencies of the water ways treaty. 
In order that so much good work done in 
the past may not go for nothing, and 
that the hopes of two nations for the 
preservation of Niagara's scenic beauty 
may ho realized, it is to be hoped that 
the resolution, in its integrity, may gain 
the favorable attention of the Senate 
committee." 


Tho above is a clear exposition of the

The Milwaukee Free Press in an.arti-- 


cle on the reapportioning of the state,

INDUSTRIAL INSURANCE 


During the progress of the legislation 


on the employers' liability • this paper 
urged tho state do the insuring, just as 
has the state of Washington. Instead, is 
a law, however, in its intent meritorious, 
yet its 'constitutionality is by no means 
any certain quantity. Now it is propos- 
ed the state adopt the Populist plan of 
a state insurance which it is said can be 
brought about without any amendment 
of the constitution. 


Now if the state can insure its own 


citizens ana thus'-engage in what.is none 
of its business-.and yet admittedly is per- 
fectly feasible, surely .it can engage in 
the business of insuring industrial -work- 
ers, remunerating them when-, injured 
and remunerating 
their dependents if 


fatally injured. It would no more do 
this at the cost of the state than the 
other insuring would be. -For policy fees 
would pay the insurance losses, and pay- 
ments of a tax by employers would fur- 
nish the funds,to pay our industrial 
workers. 


Of the two kinds of insurance it cer- 


tainly appears that tho state caring for 
its workers who build up the state and 
help create its wealth, can do so by as- 
suming all-risks, the necessary assum-. 
ing being.paid by those employing labor 
in form of a tax in proportion to number 
employed.

This if 
done, w»uJd of course make it hjghly in- 
teresting poiitioaliy. it wonM be no 
trouble at all to be instituting recalls 
and even if wat succeeding at the result- 
ant general elections, there would be the 
scandal and the expense of it. Thus a 
minority insisting a governor or some 
other high up official had not done what 
he should, there is the recall to make 
him feel the keen edge of a claimed 
wronged minority. 


With the recall the Coromisuion form 


of government presents no special attrac- 
tive features, not as satisfactory as pres- 
ent forms of local government. Every, 
public official using the light of reason 
in his public course would easily give of- 
fence to minorities and possibly even 
majorities;, a:,d at all times would be 
fully exposed to charges brought by po- 
litical opposors or factionalists within 
•his own party. The Commission form 
without'the recall is.in every way to be 
desired as a materially improved sys- 
tem of municipal government, with the 
recall it may be questioned.^

News of Self .Destruction Is Received By 


Coroner Hoyle, Who Hurries to Norr

John Harcus, about Dp years old, for: 


mer well known carpenter of Racine, 
later of Soniers, Kenosha. county, and 
Corliss, Racine county, was to have ap- 
peared in . the circuit court at - ten 
o'clock this morning, to answer a com- 
plaint for divorce brought by his wife, 
Hannah Harcus, on grounds of cruel and 
inhuman treatment, but instead of ap- 
pearing it was announced that he an- 
swered the final summons to the world 
beyond, 
having 
this morning .com- 


mitted suicide by shooting himself 
through the head at his home on the J. 
W. Johnson farm in the town of Nor- 
way, which he leased la»t fall. 


News of the suicide *as received early 


this morning by Coroner Jonas Hoyle, 
•vhcn a telephone message came from Dr. 
\V.' G Hanson, of North Cape, in effect 
that Mr. Harcus had blown out 
his 


brains, the body being discovered by .his 
children. 


Came Here Forty Years Ago. 


The suicide wag born iu Scotland and 


came to Racine county dose. to forty 
years ago.' About-twenty years ago he 
was married to a Somers, Kenosha, coun- 
ty girl. By trade he was ;* carpenter 
and his great fault was excessive use of 
liquor and because of this fact his do- 
mestic relations were not pleasant and 
frc'jUenl quarrels resulted. Not so.many, 
years ago his wife Jfft 1-im, but upon his 
promise to behave himself she consent- 
ed to return to him. 


For the past year his actions have 


been such that it was not possible for 
her to longer stand his treatment. He
